COUNTY S^ENT A MILLION 



Commissioners Discuss Tax Rate Boost 
and Bond Proposal Soon. 



During 1920, Montgomery County 
got rid of more than a million dollars. 
The County Controller's ollice has fig- 
ured that it cost $1.2tl2,l02.12 for ex- 
penses during the year, leaving quite 
a measly looking balance for a nest 
egg for 1021. 

The balance, according to the ad- 
vance report, will be only about $125,- 
000. and most of this will be disposed 
of before the end of the present month. 
Lust year's balance carried from 1919 
was about $;UO,000. 

The question of an increased tax 
rate or issuance of bonds to carry on 
special projects has been placed before 
tin? commissioners.
